The Laws and Customs of s Msry- 
la-d Island. 

Tangier l . iml, in Chesapeake bay, 
has one church, a Methodist Episco- 
pal minister, a doctor, four school- 
houses and schoolteacher?, «nd u 
magistrate. The magistrate upholds 
thu dignity of the law, but an apiwal is 
allowed from all his decisions to the 
minister, from whom there is no ap- 
peal. lbinns of intended marriages 
must be published in church, and if 
not so published the couple cannot be 
married on the island. The parents of 
both bride and groom must consent to 
the marriage, otherwise the couple 
go to the main to be married. 

No liquor is sold. A short time 
ago a party brought a barrel of beer to 
Tangier in liottles.

A Strange and Extreme Illustration ti 
Man’* Dual Hatur*. 

The record* of dual personalities 
have been enriched by the publica- 
tion of a remarkable case recorded by 
Dr. Lewi* L. Bruce. The subject here 
concerned was a man wlio was a j>a- 
tient in the Derby Borough asylum. 
He exhibited in a very typical fashion 
the Jekyll and Hyde phase* of exist- 
ence. Decidedly in«nne, this man 
herertheless illustrated two en* 
tirely separate personalities which 
themselves showed distinct vari- 
ations iu the type of insanity 
presented. In one personality 
(life man spoke English but un- 
derstood Welsh, the latter rep- 
resenting his mother-tongue. Here 
he was right-handed — a fact of im- 
portance in view of certain explana- 
tions to he hereafter discussed — atid 
was the subici t of chronic mania, 
iccordiugly he was found restless, de- 
structive anil thievish; hut Dt\ firucs 
tells us that he could write and draw 
pictures of ships, and relate incidents 
of his past life. This English stajje, 
Heapite the occurrence of the mama, 



evidently represented his normal or 
first aelf. lie recognized hie doctors 
and attendants, and had a recollec- 
tion of event* which had happened in 
previous English stages, lie had, 
however, no remembrance of any- 
thing occurring in the condition of 
second self, which was appropriately 
named the Welsh stage. There were 
peculiarities in liis writing as prac- 
ticed by hi? English self. He wrote 
from left to right with his right hand, 
but could also write with his left hand 
when he wrote backwards from right 
to left, and thus illustrated what is 
called “inirror-writing,” seeing that, 
If held before a looking-glass, the 
Chiracterf Rppear in their proper or- 
der and array, llis ?en?cs w ere acute 
and exhibited nothingout of the com- 
mon in respect of their exercise and 
powers. 

W hen the second or Welsh self be- 
came manifested in tlxi- man’s hist on - , 
the type of insanity changed to one of 
dementia, by which term is practical- 
ly meant the general degeneration of 
the mental faculties. Now, instead of 
being restless, he wa? dull, shy, and 
auspicious. He did not recognize the 
physicians and attendants, lie cof.ld 
not speak or understand English, hut 
spoke exclusively in Welsh. Very 
notable is it tliai in the Welsh stage he 
was left-handed. When he w rote lie 
used hia left hand, and the characters 
were traced from left to right. Once 
being persuaded to use his right hand 
when in the aecond-eelf stage, he 
wrote from left tu right, but his cap- 
ital* aero traced backwards. Hi? 
senses apjwared to he unimpaired as 
before, hut lie wxff nimble to analvzc
